ECOGNITION of labor as hu 
man beings,-not. mere commod- 
ities, fair payment in employ- 


ment and involuntary unemployment 
control by the producers in produc- 
tion, and a share in the profits of 
production were laid down as the 
four fundamental 
principles 
of 


guild socialism by Dr. Harry 
L, 


Laidler, New. York economist, lec- 
turer and writer, who addressed an 
audience of more than' 400 in music 
hall Wednesday night-under the aus- 
pices of the Wisconsin Social Sci- 
ence club- on. "The 
Challenge 
of 


Guild Socialism." 


"Guild socialism," said Dr. Laid- 


ler, "believes in a drive against 
wage slavery, that condition of so- 
ciety under which labor;_is .regard- 
ed as a commodity, which checks 
the development of personality, a 
sncred 'thing, and produces ^in the 
worker the desire to do as little as 
he can and still hold his job. 


"Guild socialism, which has its 


origin in England and which means 
control of production and the man- 
agement of production by those who 
produce, places the responsibility for 
the' success of the enterprise upon 
the workers, gives them that sense 
of responsibility which develops per- 
sonality and brings out the best in 
human nature and gives the work- 
ers a sense of fellowship, which ren- 
ders them willing, even eager, to 
accomplish as much as possible." • 


.Hold Title to Industry. 


Under a regime of guild social- 


ism, 
Dr. Laidler 
explained, 
the 


means of production or title to in- 
dustry -would be in the.hands of a 
democratic state, the management 
of the production in the hands of 
democratic groups of all the manual 
workers and all the brain workers 
locally, sectionally and nationally 
organized into guilds. Those per- 
sons and groups who are best train- 
ed and fitted for certain kinds of 
work should have the responsibility 
for their activities. Groups of work- 
ers would chose their own.leaders, 
and every man' and woman who 
works wou'd first qualify by exam- 
ination in order to become eligible 
for the job for which he or she is 
applying. 


"It is often 
claimed that ^the 


workers would not choose the right 
men to be their foremen," said Dr. 


Laidler, "but.the workert would be 
the first to discover a man's inef- 
ficiency and the first to suffer under 
it. 
When the next election time 


came they would hardly „ re-elect 
him. The charge is brought against 
guild socialism that it would not 
tend toward efficiency, but efficiency 
does not spring from above. It is 
the free, independent man, who is 
the most efficient. 
The -man in 


chains is invariably timid, content 
to let things slide, -unwilling, to exert 
himself. ' Development of person- 
ality, of the creative instinct, found 
in the old- crafts, but which, in g'pite 
of the machinery of the 
present 


day, is. still possible to some ex- 
tent, are among the aims of guild 
socialism." 


Minority In Control. 


The trend 
toward 
government 


ownership of industries in . many 
countries of Europe has n'ot been 
toward a democratic control. Their 
industries have been conducted 'by 
a minority government for the un- 
democratic purposes of those gov- 
ernments, and 
we find that the 


masses of these people have revolt- 
ed from the idea of, state socialism, 
realizing that government 
control 


may be just as bureaucratic and au- 
tocratic as private ownership. The 
people have come to understand that 
public ownership of public utilities 
without 
democratic management 


may be worse than .existing condi- 
tions. 


"The nearest aprpoach ' to guild 


socialism in the United States is the 
Plumb plan," said the speaker, "as 
it approximates the id«a of demo- 
cratic municipal control, and 'while 
;he present type ot socialism in this 
country is somewhat like guild so- 
cialism in principle, it has not been 
worked out in detail."
